Denby and Daugherty, it was learned 
today, have informally suggested to 
the president that they would retire 
if such action would help to allay 
attacks by senatorial accusers which 
in any way, might fasten blame or 
responsibility, directly or indirectly 
upon Mr. Coolidge in the naval oil 
reserves leasing scandal. 
The president has told his cabinet

J;ui 31— America leads the 
world in aeronautical research and ex­ 
periment while France has taken the 
lead in the field of operation. Great 
Britain, which held the lead at the 
end of the war, has failed to maintain 
the development work essential to 
leadership. 
This frank statement of England'? 
aeronautical position, by comparison 
with that of her chief allies during 
the war, was made by Major-General 
Sir Frederick Sykes, one of the lead­ 
ing British authorities 
on 
aviation 
questions. G**n. Sykes has been iden­ 
tified with aviation in England almost 
since its inception. He was one of the 
organizers c l the British Naval Air 
Corps and the Royal Air Force; com­ 
manded British flying units in France 
and on the Dardanelles front during 
the war. was chief of the British air 
staff. Britain’s air representative on 
the Supreme Council, and, after the 
war, Comptroller-General of Civil Avi­ 
ation. At present, he is a member of 
the British parliament. 
Discussing the importance of avia­ 
tion both in times of war and in civil 
affairs, General Sykes said; 
“The air as we know it has been 
evolved in the short space of fifteen 
years. 
Under right guidance it holds 
the developments of the future. As an 
instrument of war it will enforce op­ 
eration in three dimensions. 
“Airpower may destroy the civiliz 
od world, or at best render a country 
a menace to its neighbors. Air trans­ 
port, as an agent of peace, can be a 
strong factor in the welding of ch ili 
zation. As the fastest locomotion ever 
known, independent alike of sea and 
land frontiers, it is bound to have a 
far-spread beneficial effect.

“The civil and miltary. each with 


their independent roles, are yet indis- 
olubly intertwined and any apparent 
stressing of the military side is only 
because the war. its requirements and 
the fact that money was then of no 
consequence, played such a great part 
in bringing aeronautical progress to 
the posit** n in which we knowr it..

/T e sts with Imported red clover seed 
carried on by the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Washing­ 
ton show that not all varieties are I 
suited for growth in this country.

almost every test made with Italian 
seed there were signs of more or less 
winter killing or disease injury. 
Ger­ 
man 
and 
Bohemian 
strains 
also 
showed considerable disease injury. 
In the northern states the French and 
Chilean seed beds showed some win­ 
ter killing, but at other place* seemed 
to suffer little. Inasmuch as estimates 
of the probable red clover crop in this 
country indicate that we will import 
a large amount of our seed for 1924,

The Konzas River later was chang­ 
ed in name to the Kaw and Kansas 
city is now at the mouth of this river.

Later they witnessed a scalp dance 
of the Manitaries and were present at 
skirmishes and oattles. They saw In­ 
dians on horseback in buffalo and be^r 
hunts and engaged in various other 
pursuits. 
They proceeded to within sight of 
the Rocky Mountains, but owing to 
warnings of enraging the hostile In­ 
dians they did not go beyond. Numer­ 
ous sketches were made by the artist, 
Bodmer, which are found in the books 
written by Prince Alexander. 
- Before making their trip the two 
explorers had visited the Indian chief 
Black Hawk, who was then incarcer­ 
ated at St. Louis, at the invitation of 
William Clark, the Indian agent. They 
weer advised not to attempt to pene­ 
trate the wilderness alone and for 
that reason were induced to arrange 
for the expedition aboard the Yellow 
Stone. 
The prince and the artist explored 


I much of South America and 
made 
many long journeys along the Amazon 
River, where they studied the traits 
of Indians and the geography of the 
country. The prince wrote a two-vol 
ume book 
on South America, which 
is often referred to today as authen­ 
tic information.

RETAIL TRADE “REST EVER* 
BUSINESS IN 1923 


The retail trade of 1923 was the “best ever," so the business 
men report; and 1924 promises an advance over 1923. 
Wholesale prices declined in March and April, advanced 
slightly in September and receded again in October. 
Retail prices remained about the same throughout the year 
affected only by local conditions. 
The farm and livestock situation in the West and Northwest 
has been the most troublesome situation of all. The emergency 
tariff protected all farm products and helped to decrease competi­ 
tion in the home markets. There is not the slightest doubt that the 
emergency tariff helped the farmers of the West and Northwest. 
From June 30, 1922 to June 30, 1923, the War Finance cor­ 
poration loaned $26,025,376 to the farmers and farm associations. 
The new intermediate credit law has proided for still further loans 
to the farmers. The Fordney-McCumber tariff has continued pro­ 
tection on all farm products. Many of the articles commonly used 
and consumed by the farmers are not dutiable, while all farm pro­ 
ducts are on the dutiable list. 
More farm products were exported in 1923 than in 1922, and 
far more than in 1913 and 1914, before the World War. With the 
exception of the farmers in the Northwest,.who grow practically 
nothing but wheat, the year 1923 brought good times and fair 
properly. Fanners who diversified their crops did well. 
The year 1923 was a prosperous one for the railroads. It was 
the best year since 1917. During 1923 the roads showed an av­ 
erage earning of about 5 per cent on their physical valuation, bas­ 
ed on 1914 costs. 
The rate structure put into effect by the Interstate Com­ 
merce commission in 1923 fell short by over $300,000,00 of the 5 
3-4 per cent stipulated by the transportation act of 1920; but the 
government did not make this up to the roads.—Exchange.

WHY NOT A HEAD TAX FOR UNNATURALIZED ALIENS? 


The National Republican repeats the suggestion, made in 
these columns heretofore: Why not, as a new source of national 
revenue, a head tax of $100 per year on every unnaturalized alien 
engaged in a gainful occupation in the United States? 
The primary justification for such a tax is that such aliens, 
while enjoying the protection of our government and the unusual 
business opportunities this country affords, are exempt under in­ 
ternational law from conscription in time of war. They may accum­ 
ulate and remove from the country capital earned in the United 
States without being thereafter liable for the taxes levied on such 
incomes. Such a tax would be no more than a measure of equaliza­ 
tion and not a special hardship upon the alien who does not be­ 
come a citizen. 
Should a soldiers’ adjusted compensation measure be passed 
by Congress, this new source of federal revenue would pay the in­ 
terest upon and within a few years retire the principal of the 
bond issue necessary for its payment.

The Department of Agriculture un­ 
der the direction of Secretary W allace, 
recently com pleted a special survey 
of agricultural conditions in Russia, 
w hile the Departm ent of Commerce, 
through United States Consuls 
y id 
commercial agents in Europe and the 
oillcial Russian newspaper lzvestia, is 
keeping in touch with R ussian trade 
developm ents. 
\ 
Of considerable interest to Ameri 
can m anufacturers is the effort of the 
Soviet governm ent to control foreign 
trade. 
The Governm ent’s basic prin­ 
ciple, according to a report relayed to 
W ashington 
from 
Copenhagen 
by 
Marion Lechter, the 
United 
States 
Consul-General, is that only 
such 
goods may be imported as are abso 
lutely necessary and as cannot be 
manufactured in Russia. 
“Even for such products,” said the 
Consul General, quoting from a bulle­ 
tin of 
the 
Danish 
Foreign 
Office, 
“there are many lim itations in order 
to assure that the total import shall 
not exceed the total export. 
“The Government is straining itself 
to the lim it to increase exports. How­ 
ever, every precaution is also taken 
lo see that the dom estic industrial 
consumption of raw products is first 
taken care of com pletely. The Govern­ 
m ent has recently placed the export 
of certain products in the hands of 
a lim ited number of institutions and 
com panies, so as to prevent com peti­ 
tion in purchasing the Russian m ar­ 
ket. 
Government corporations have 
the right to make purchases in for­ 
eign countries but all deals have to be 
approved by the Government Mono­ 
poly Bureau. 
Such perm ission is giv­ 
en only after very exhaustive investi­ 
gation and criticism .” 
The effort of the Soviet authorities 
to establish an excess of exports over 
imports has m et with success, accord­ 
ing to an abscract from lzvestia, made 
public by the 
Departm ent of Com­ 
m erce in a recent survey of current 
business throughout the world. 
The lzvestia said that during the 
fiscal year ending Septem ber UG, 1923, 
exports were valued at 399,100,00 gold 
rubles and im ports at 197,700.000 gold 
rubles, thus representing a favorable 
trade balance of 1,400,000 gold rubles. 
Secretary of Agriculture W allace is

Proof th a t football as a college 
sport la profitable la given In the an­ 
nouncem ent that Ohio State Univer­ 
sity m ade net profits of $171,260 on 
lta football season last fall in spite 
of the fact the team was one of 
the poorest in years. 
Figures for th e ‘season show a de­ 
crease in attendance and receipts over 
1022 probably due to the unfavorable 
showing of the eleven and the fact 
that 1922 figures were swelled by a 
73,000 crowd at the stadium dedica­ 
tion exercises in 1922, when State 
played M ichigan before 
a 
$160,000 
gate. 
Official attendance a t the five at 
home gam es last fall was 148,112 as 
against 160,457 for the five games in 
the stadium in 1922. 
Gross football 
receipts for 1923 were $276,561 as com­ 
pared with $310,984 the previous sea­ 
son. 
Indebtedness on the stadium 
still am ounts to $472,000. 
Of the at-home gam es, Iowa drew 
the largest crowd but the Illinois game 
yielded the greatest m onetary return. 
Of the gam es played elsew here, the 
Michigan contest drew the largest 
attendance and the greatest receipts 
were from Chicago, differences being 
accounted for by divergent scales of 
ticket prices. 
Visiting team s to Columbus last fall 
took away $83,074 In guarantees and 
Ohio State received $85,402 for its 
three games away from home.
